A Washington dispatch says: 
Commissioner Sparks, of the Land 


Office, in -view of the almost universal 
comment as to his policy, hat felt con- 
strained to issue a uew series of regula- 
tions for registers, receivers, and special 
agents of the Land Office, which have 
just been promulgated. They modify in 
many .important particulars his recent 
sweeping orders. 
They provide that 


homestead or preemption claimants who 
have made bona fide settlements upon 
public land, and who are living upon, 
cultivating, and improving the same in 
accordance with law, with the intention 
of acquiring title thereto, shall be per- 
mitted to cut and remove, from the por- 
tion thereof to be cleared for cultivation, 
so much timber as is actually necessary 
for that purpose or for buildings, fences 
or other improvements on the land en- 
tered. In clearing for cultivation should 
there be a surplus of timber over what is 
needed for the purposes above specified, 
the entryman maj dispose of such sur 
pies; but it is not allowable Io denude 
the land of its timber for the purpose of 
sale or speculation before tb« title had 
been conveyed to him by patent. Where 
it is ascertained that timber is being 
out upon a homestead or preemption 
claim for the purpose of sale or disposal, 
the special agent must report the facts. 
Squatters upon public lands have no 
right to cut timber therefrom for any 
purpose. Where timber is obtained by 
mill owners, lumbermen, o? others from 
a number of individual homestead or 
preemption claims, a report should be 
mad*, combining the several trespasses, 
io far as practicable, into one eas* 
against the instigators or beneficiaries 
of the whole trespass, using the claim- 
ants to the land and the cutter* and em- 
ployees as witnesses.
